Contented Smile Changes to Leer as Sentence is 


Passed by Court Monday; Asked by Judge if he 


Had Anything to Say, Giant Negro Club- 


Wielder Replies, "It's Not Necessary." 


Walker Brown, 24, giant negro, is an inmate in Ohio peniten- 


tiary's death row today after being sentenced to die June 3 by Judge 
Joseph W. Adkins, A motion for a new trial, filed by Brown's at- 
torney, George G. Adkins, was overruled by the court late Monday 
afternoon before sentence was passed. 


Immediately after hearing sentence Brown was bundled into a 


sheriff's car and taken to the penitentiary. 
He had been held here 


since Dec. 16. 


Walker Brown, with no show of 


emotion, no tear, no twitch of 
muscle, heard the ruling of the 
court hi his stoical manner be- 
fore only a handful of spectators 
in the court room after the trial 
of Lacey Adams, negro, was ad- 
journed

fects That Can Be Remedied by Proper Measures

It is estimated that anywhere 
from one-quarter to one-third ot 
the children in school are handi- 
capped by malnutrition. This has 
a detin.te influence on the progress 
that school children nid-ke or do not 
make. 


By "malnutrition" is meant the 


physlclal state that results when 
a child is not receiving the proper 
food. It mean* that there is a lack 
of the proieins. minerals, vitamins 
and other food substances which are 
essential lo the normal development 
of bone, muscle, teeth and brain. 
Lack of the&e substances results in 
certain constitutional diseases, such 
as rickets, and tends definitely to 
prevent men'al progress. 


Every child should He assured of 


a. well-balanced diet. It must con- 
tain plenty of nitlk • ggs, meat v«ge- 
tab js. ."ruita and whole cereals.

The trouble is that th»se children 
eat too little of certain foods and 


not "familiar with the necessity of a 
well-balanced and varied die! 01 else 
they neglect to apply their knowl- 
edge. 
Remember that even, thougli the 


food be of good quality, it should 
not f\K eaten quickly, nor between 
meals. Neglect of these precautions, 
together with too little sleep and 
rest, and lack of exercise, may bring 
on the symptoms of malnutrition 
Very often the teacher will ac 


cuse little Johnny of being lazy. 
Little Johnny and many of his play- 
mates may not pay attention to their 
work. These children are not jaz> 
necessarily, out because they are 
not well nourished they cannot func 
tion normally. Children who are not 
well nourished tire easily 
They act 


slow-witted, are ill-behaved and do 
not show the usual signs of bright- 
ness.
